London Book Auctions. 





Each season in London is commonly productive of 
at least one extensive book-sale, in which the atten- 
tion cf the buok-buying world is engrossed for the 
time. The great sale of last year was that of the Mar- 


phlet on the recent war in the East, which happened 
to be enriched with a few marginal notes by the mar- 


governor-generalship, fetched, if we remember right- 
ly, something over forty pounds. Many of the class- 
ical works also fetched very high prices, the marquis 
having been acknowledged as one of the best Greek 
scholars of hisday. A few weeks since, a genuine 
nutograph of Shakspeare, being the signature attach- 
ed to a deed of his house in Blackfriars, was sold by 
Mr Evans. Except three to his will in Doctors’ 
Commons, and another in a book in the British Mus- 
eum, this isthe only autograph of Shakspeare in ex- 
istence, and consequently it was hotly contended for. 
When the biddings had amounted to one hundred 
guineas, advances became tardy, and breathless atren- 
tion was accorded to the seller. It would not have 
done to letthe hammer obey its own gravitating ten- 
dency too soon on such an occasion. Many were the 
amateurs who pondered on the case pro and con, with 
compressed lips and downcast eyes, willing to go for- 
ward, but forced to refrain; when at length a period 
was put to their pain by the proclamation of ‘gone!’ 
at a hundred and forty-five guineas, the librariaa of 
the city of London being the purchaser. The sale of 
this year has been Lord Berwick’s costly collection 
of heraldic books and manuscripts, many of the for- 
mer of great rarity, and the latter. of course, unique.

book hunters of the present time of any aote or 
wealth. Perhaps the sale ofthe Duke of Roxburg’s 
library in May 1812 marked the very noontide of the 
fever. At this great fight, as Dr. Dibdin calle it, 
which lasted forty two days, Mr. Evans made his pro- 
fessional debut. Amongst many curiosities collect- 
ed by the dake in the course of a long life was a copy 
of Boccaccio's Decameron, printed by Valdarfer of 
Venice in 1471; a book of which ho other perfect 
copy was known to exist. Onthis lot being exhibited, 
Mr. Evans made an appropriate oration, which was 
listened to ia breathless silence. The noble candi- 
dates had gathered to the field, the Duke of Devon- 
shire, Earl Spencer, and the Marquis of Blanford 
(since Duke of Marlborough.) The biddings rose 
rapidly to five hundred guineas. ‘Hitherto,’ says 
Dibbin, in glowing anccount of the auction, it was 
evident that the firing was but masked and desultory. 
At length all random shots ceased, and the champions 
before named stood gallantly upto each other, resol- 
ving not to flinch from a trial of their respective 
strengths. A thousand guinaes were bid by Earl 
Spencer, to which the marquis added ‘ten. You 
might have heard a pin drop. All eyes were turaed, 
all breathing well nigh stopped, every sword was put 
home within its scabbard, and not a piece of steel was 
seen to move or to glitter, except that which each of 
these champions brandished in his valorous hand.— 
See, see! they parry, they lunge, they bet ; yet their 
strength is undiminished, and no thought of yielding 
is entertained by either. Two thousand pounds are 
offered by the marquis. Then it was that the Earl 
Spencer, as a prudent general, began to thiak of a 
useless effusion of blood and expenditure of ammuni- 
tion, seeing that his adversary was as resolute and 
‘fresh’ as at the onset. For a quarter of a minute he 
paused: when my Lord Althrop advanced one step 
forward, as ifto supply his father with another spear 
for the purpose of renewing the contest. His coun- 
tenance was marked by a fixed determination to gain 
the prize, if prudeace, in its most commanding form, 
and with a frown of unsual iutensity of expression, 
had not badejhim desist. The father and son for a with 
seconds coaverse apart, and the biddings were resumed 
‘Two thousand two hundred and fifty pounds!’ said 
Lord Spencer. :

THE VAMPIRE SUPERSTITION. 


Most of our readers are,we dare say,acquainted with 
the general nature of the vampire superstition, but tew 
of them are ia possession of the curious facts out of 
which that superstition bas arisen, and fewer still are 
probably aware of the terrible consternation which io 
the early part of the last century, it caused ia Servia 
and the districts adjaceat to Belgrade. It isa most 
extraordinary idea, that the dead should arise from 
their graves, and prow! about the country for the pur- 
pose of sucking the blood of the living, and yet this 
is the genuine notion of vampirism. By some writers, 
the origin of the vampire superstition is referred to the 
habits of a peculiar kind of bat,which,in hot climates, 
gently fans sleeping persons with its wings, while it 
bleeds them to death ; but from the statements about 
to be made, it will be evident that this can by no 
means account for its ‘rise and progress.” In a note 
to his poem of the ‘Giaour,’ Lord Byron says, 
“The vampire superstition is still general in the Levant. 
Honest Tournefort tells us a long story which Mr 
Southey, in the notes on Thalaba, quotes about these 
*Vroucolochas,’ as he calls them. The Roman term 
is *‘Vardoulacha.’ I recollect a whole family being 
terrified by the scream of achild,which they imagined 
must proceed from sucha visitation. The Greeks 
never mention the word without horror.” 


The best original account that we have seen of the 
ravages committed rather more than a eentury ago by 
the vampires, is contained in the third volume of a 
scientific publication, printed at Paris in the year 1758, 
and-entitled, “Bibliotheque de Physique et d'Histoire
